Plaintiff,  Church  of  Scientology  International,  by  its 
attorneys,  Wilson,  Ryan  &  Campilongo  and  Bowles  &  Moxon,  hereby 
apply  to  this  Court  for  the  entry  upon  a  tentative  finding  by  the 
Court  that  a  preliminary  injunction  shall  issue,  until  such  time  as 
plaintiff's  Preliminary  Injunction  Application  may  be  heard.
